Several years ago, 
after piano "solo - ' engagements in 
vaudeville, he turned his attention 
to radio, touring the Nation's largest 
radio s- at Ions for a music publisher, 
ind later fulfilled several network 
contracts for CBS and for WLW In 
Cincinnati, besides guest appear- 
ances on nation-wide programs. 

In 1933, he organized his first 
orchestra for broadcast and per- 
sonal appearances, and spent the 
spring of that year on a tour of 
theatre engagements throughout 
the East. His opening at Lexing- 
ton hotel In New York In Novem- 
ber of 1933 officially started a series 
of hotel dance broadcasts over CBS 
which have won him a nation-wide 
following of listeners. Since that 
time he has played at such famous 
spo's as the Steel Pier In Atlantic 
City, the Continental grill of the 
St. Morltz hotel in New York, the 
Morrison hotel. Chicago, Catallna 
Island Casino, and the Palmer 
Hou«e in Chicago. 

Little Jack Little Is known almost 
as well as a composer as an orches- 
tra leader. Some of his most popu- 
lar melodies have been "Jealous." 
"Hold Me." "Shanty In Old Shanty 
Town." "I Promise You," "After 
I've Called You Sweetheart." and 
"Because They All Love You." He 
Is master of the "song-and-patter" 
type of singing, which he himself 
calls the "Intimate parlor voice" 
method.

Capacity Crowd's 
Warm Adulation 

Renowned Screen And Radio 
Baritone Presented 
At Henry Clay 

Combining gracious personality 
with thrilling voice, both of 
which electrified his hearers, Nelson 
Eddy appeared in concert Tuesday 
night at Henry Clay auditorium, 
under the auspices of the Central 
Kentucky Community Concert as- 
sociation 

Mr. Eddy's tones are full and 
deep: his diction extremely clear 
and well-rounded. The restraining 
quairy of his lower notes — generally 
considered one of the most difficult 
points of musical technique— Is re- 
markable. His stage presence em- 
bodies the simple poise of disarming 
boyishness rather than the aloof 
type of the more widely travelled 
concert artist. Into all his selec- 
tions he Injects a part of his mag- 
nificent personality. The comic and 
th ■ tragedian are equally well por- 
trayed. 

His program Included groups of 
French, Russian, German, and Eng- 
lish selections. Among his encores 
were Moussorgsky's popular and 
amusing "Song of the Plea." and. 
In nnale, Victor Herbert's "Ah. 
Sweet Mystery of Life." Apparently, 
the audience was primed for an 
overwhelming reception, particular- 
ly on the last encore, as was evi- 
denced by their numerous recalls. 

Theodore Paxson, accompanist, 
displayed a facile grace and deli- 
cate technique of execution, skill- 
fully holding place with an artist 
such as Mr. Eddy.

SPRINGTIME IS CLEAN UP TIME 

An admirable and constructive project has 
been inaugurated this year by the council of the 
Association of Women Students Little pub- 
lished, it is little known-but not of correspond- 
ing consequence On the contrary, it is of ex- 
treme important, not only to the material eventa 
surrounding the situation, but also to the morale 
of the University campus. We refer to the cam 
paign for cleaning up campus politics 

Apparently, we are not alone in this idea. 
The University of North Dakota has recently 
matalled the merit system of election Each ac- 
tivity on the campus has been rated as to merit, 
points ranging from one to 25. Applicants for 
candidacy were rated accordingly, the 10 high 
est being automatically placed on the ballot 

University of Montana students conducted an 
effective campaign through the formation of a 
new party called the Vigilante. Members of the 
opposite party retaliated during the Vigilantes' 
rally the night before the pnmarv election with 
a shower of over ripe eggs. Consequently, "the 
next day saw all Vigilante candidates in the fi 
nals." Two weeks later, all but two of the Vig 
ilante candidates went into office As a result. 
Montana has "the most representative, and ef 
ficient Central Board in years." 

Swarthmore College states that "the idea of 
i.ampus politics is foreign to its organization. 
The principal reason given is the small sue of 
the institution Following is a brief summary 
and evaluation of Swarthmore's non-political 
election system The governing body of the 
M. S. G A., the Executive Committee, is made 
up of representatives of the five fraternities, 
and the non fraternitv men are proportionally 
represented The present committee of eight 



has three non fraternity representatives, elected 
bv the non-fraternity men. The two officers of 
the committer ire elected by preferential ballot. 

and there is no collusion in that limited election 
At Louisiana State University the usual pre 
cautioru have been taken in elections, but the 
main incentive for the change from wrong to 
right appears to be student attitude 
toleration of unfair elections is not in 
the office of the dean of student affairs serves at 
a clearing house for any infraction of rules. 

In many veins ol education, the state of Ken 
tuckv has been < ailed unprogressn-e This is a 
matter of dispute, but it is not for the State Uni- 
versity to met it a similar epithei Emulation 
of thr campus attitude of our fellow Southern 
ei* would be most beneficial at this time.

Compulsory military training haa 
been abolished In North Dakota 
The action resulted from the en- 
actment of a bUl which passed the 
North Dakota House on Jan. 38 by 
a vote of 60 to 46, the Senate on 
Feb 9 by a vote of 28 to 30, and 
was signed by Gov. William A.

Imtltutlons ' the new law will have 
the effect of ending compulsory en- 
rollment In the R O T. C. units at 
North Dakota Agricultural Col- 
lege (a land grant Institution) and 
at the University of North Dakota 

By Its adoption of thla measure 
North Dakota becomes the third 
state to shift military training in 
Its land grant and state Institutions 
from a compulsory to a voluntary 
enrollment basis. In 1633 the shift 
was made at the University ef Wis- 
consin by act of the Wlaconaln leg- 
islature; a similar change was made 
at the University of Minnesota In 
IBM by decision of the University's 
Board of Regents. 

In addition to the land grant In- 
stitutions which have alresuly made 
the change, at leaat, thirteen other 
college* and universale*, since 1633. 
have shifted their R O. T. C. units
